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Foreword 



The library Services for Indian Tribes and Hawaiian Natives 
Program, Title IV of the Library Services and Construction Act 
(LSCA) V supports public library services to Indians and Hawaiian 
Natives. Two types of grams— Basic ami Special Projects— encouiBge 
the development ami improvement of public library services through 
selected project activities. These activities serve the varied library 
needs erf tribal communities* and include dissemination of information 
about library services and special programs for groups such as 
preschoolers and elders. Library projects evolving from these 
activities have resulted in a dramatic increase in the access to 
significant library materials and the use of libraries by Indians and 
Hawaiian Natives, 

This booklet highlights grant activities ; fiscal year 1990 for both 
Basic and Special Projects for the Indian Tribes, and summarizes the 
eight projects serving Hawaiian Natives. Thanks arc extended to the 
members of my staff whose efforts have made this booklet possible.

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Introduction 



LSCA Title IV, Library Services for Indian Tribes and Hawaiian 
Natives Program funds a great variety of public library projects, all 
having one common goal: To develop and strengthen public library 
services in tribal communities facing various important disadvantages, 
such as the absence of adequate facilities, culturally significant books 
and documents, and trained librarians. 

Under LSCA Title IV, both competitive and noncompetitive funding 
arc available through Basic and Special Projects Grants. Funds for 
LSCA Title IV represent a 2 percent set-aside of the appropriations 
for LSCA Tides I, II, and HI. Of that 2 percent, 1.5 percent is for 
Indian Tribes (Basic and Special Projects Grants) and 5 percent is 
for Hawaiian Natives (Basic Grant). Only federally recognized Indian 
Tribes arc eligible for LSCA Tide IV grants, as well as organizations 
primarily serving or representing Hawaiian Natives that are 
recognized by the Governor of Hawaii. 

Through FY 90, the 1.5 percent was allocated between Basic and 
Special Projects Grants to Indian Tribes by dividing the total amount 
of available funds by the number of eligible Tribes to determine the 
amount of each Basic Grant; the noncompetitive Basic Grants awards 
were then made to those eligible Tribes who applied (usually about 
one-third of the eligible Tribes). The remaining funds were available 
for the competitive Special Projects awards. (Note: This method of 
allotting the 1.5 percent between Basic and Special Grants to Indian 
Tribes changed with the FY 91 competition due to LSCA 
reauthorization requirements; now Basic Grants and Special Projects 
Grants arc each allotted half of the 1.5 percent total.) 

In FY 90, the 2 percent set-aside for all LSCA Title IV grants 
exceeded $2.4 million. There were 172 Basic Grants totaling 
$631,783; one Basic Grant to Hawaiian Natives in the amount of 
$604,780; and 13 Special Projects Grants totaling $1,182,557.

Overview of Basic Grants 



In FY 90 f the Basic Grant amount for each Indian Tribe was $3378. 
What arc Indian Tribes accomplishing with these funds? 

The Basic Giant is used to initiate or supplement any of the eight 
activities allowed undo- the program guidelines. These activities 
include assessing library needs; providing salaries am! training for 
library personnel; purchasing library materials; disseminating 
information about library services; providing transportation for 
Indians and Hawaiian natives to allow them access to library 
services; conducting special library programs for Indians and 
Hawaiian natives; constructing, purchasing, renovating, or remodeling 
library buildings; and awarding contracts to provide library services 
for Indians and Hawaiian natives or to carry out any of the above 
activities. 

The table in appendix I shows the distribution of FY 90 Basic Grant 
funds to Indian Tribes by activity. For the last 5 years, two 
activities — purchasing librajy materials (print and non-print) and 
providing salaries for library personnel — predominate, accounting for 
over 60 percent of Basic Grant funds. These are followed by library 
facility renovation and special library programs. Such activities as 
adding bookshelves, extending library service hours and scheduling 
storytelling hours for children arc legitimate and popular uses of 
Basic Grant funds. 

The following highlights of selected Basic Grant projects provide 
examples of successful uses of limited resources to build a foundation 
for growth of public library services: 

The Pyramid Lake Paiute Tribe in Nixon, Nevada is purchasing 
specific library materials that include Native American videos, Large 
Print Books, and Audio Books for the visually-impaired. Special 
library programs for the preschool, day care and Head Start students 
are underway. This library project responds to the needs of high 
school instructors, community members, and students. 

The Seneca Nation in Irving, New York is paying faculty of the 
School of Information and Library Studies, SUNY at Buffalo to 
provide in-service training to the Seneca Nation Library staff. The 
classes include basic principles of cataloging, and an introduction to

the use of computers in the library. This instruction is designed to 
develop practical skills for improving the quality of library services. 

The Yakima Nation in Toppenish, Washington is hiring a half-time 
library assistant to help catalog and shelve books, participate in the 
storytelling program for preschool and elementary school students, 
inventory the collection, and operate equipment in the library.

Overview of Special Projects Grants 



Special Projects Grants are competitive grants that, through FY 90, 
were made with funds remaining after the Basic Grants were 
awarded. (For more information on how funds are allotted, see the 
Introduction.) Only Indian Tribes with Basic Grants in the same 
fiscal year are eligible to compete for these funds. 

All Special Projects grantees are required to contribute 20 percent of 
the total project costs. In addition, a librarian must administer the 
project funds, and the project must be part of a long-range program 
of 3 to 5 years. 

In FY 90. the total amount of funds available and awarded for 
Special Projects Grants was approximately $1.2 million. The 13 
grants ranged in size from approximately $36,000 to $166,000. Of 
the 13 Tribes funded, 10 had previous grants under the Special 
Projects Program, including the Three Affiliated Tribes in North 
Dakota, which has received funding for 6 successive years.

In FY 90, a Basic Grant of $604,780 was awarded to Alu Like, Inc., 
the only organization recognized by the Governor of Hawaii as 
eligible to participate in this program. Mahealani Menyman is the 
Native Hawaiian Library Project Administrator. 

In its sixth year of operation, the Native Hawaiian Library Project 
has continued to strengthen outreach programs, augment specific 
resource collections, awl train library professionals. The project also 
increases access to library resources appropriate to the cultural, 
historical, and informational needs of Native Hawaiians* Special 
programs continue to encourage the interaction between parent and 
child to increase awareness of the value of reading. Other key 
objectives of the project are to teach Native Hawaiians to use the 
library to develop lifelong teaming and adult literacy skills; and to 
support graduate studies in librarianship. 

The following summaries describe each of the eight programs 
supported by the Native Hawaiian Library Project, 
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Native Hawaiian Library Project 



Program Summaries 
L Resource Van ($86,558) 

The library resource van continues to feature museum -quality exhibits 
on Hawaiian culture and history. In its journey to four neighboring 
island? v the van circulates library resources that attract all age groups. 
Community resource people are invited to participate in both of these 
activities. The outreach librarian teaches new library pam*ns tew to 
benefit from a variety of services, and encourages continued use of 
the library. Books ami other library resources are the focus of family 
interaction. 

2. Books-by-Mail ($46,284) 

Readers in the isolated communities of Kalaupapa and Niihau have 
access to attractive resource listings provided by the Books-by-Mail 
program. Library patrons in Keanae, Maui, Molokai, and Milolii, 
Hawaii and Leeward, Oahu receive library materials by mail. 
Outreach librarians make visits to Hawaiian elders and participate in 
storytelling, booktalks, and distribution of bodes in cooperation with 
the Reading is Fundamental program. A summer reading program, 
now an integral pan of library services, is continuing in five 
communities* 

3. Parents Workshop ($34,067) 

In cooperation with the public library system, schools, hospitals, and 
other institutions, the outreach librarian conducts workshops for 
parents, Kupuna (grandparents), and early childhood educators. 
Particular emphasis is given to reading aloud and routine family visits 
to the library. These workshops include a component for parents that 
focuses on cultural sensitivity and teaming patterns of Hawaiian 
children. 

4. Homework Centers ($72,985) 

Four Homework Centers provide students (K-12) with a place to 
complete school assignments and a staff for assistance in locating 
reference materials. Two additional centers are being established on 
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homestead lands. This year the outreach librarian is developing 
seasonal listings of books, conducting monthly literacy activities, and 
implementing four special library programs. A parent workshop is 
heM at each center annually to encourage parent support in the home. 
Both students and parents are encouraged to use the public library 
for a wider selection of library materials. 

5. Library Promotions ($34328) 

This year's library promotion campaign focuses on public library 
programs and Hawaiian literature. Using television and radio 
announcements, posters, bookmarks, and bus cards, this program 
again emphasizes the connection between lifelong learning and the 
public library. An estimated 500,000 people are benefiting. 

6. Literacy Support ($13*422) 

Almost one out of five Hawaiian adults currently reads at or below 
the fifth grade level. A literacy coordinator working with the Hawaii 
Literacy Coalition refers adults to a service provider on Oahu, Kauai, 
Maui, Molokai, and Lanai. Funds help purchase literacy materials to 
support students and tutors, as well as develop a special awareness 
presentation featuring a Hawaiian Telephone Company video for use 
at Department of Human Services intake centers. 

1. Needs Assessment ($17,942) 

The performance of the Native Hawaiian Ubrary Project between 
October, 1985 and September 30, 1990 is being reviewed to 
determine its impact on the Hawaiian community. Public library use 
and circulauon of library materials are being examined in order to 
provide guidelines for future development of programs and services 
for Native Hawaiians. 

8. Library Study Fellowships ($15330) 

Two new fellowships are being offered to Native Hawaiians who 
meet the graduate school requirements and wish to pursue an 
advanced degree in Ubrary science. This opportunity increases the 
availability of qualified Hawaiians to fill professional positions in the 
library.
